1 . Claims 1 -30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 
1-22 and 28-30, as shown in Ozawa (see Fig 4), the hopper (cylinder 61 1) is loaded 
downwardly (see arrow) through the top of the housing (case 612). It is impossible to 
side-load Ozawa's hopper (cylinder 61 1) into the housing. Prior art of record does not 
disclose or suggest a receptacle for receiving a disk from a conveyor surface 
comprising, among others, a side-loadable housing comprising a guide member, a 
removable hopper for receiving the disk from the guide member, wherein the hopper is 
side-loaded into the housing. With respect to claims 23-27, see reasons for allowance 
described in the action mailed on 01/26/2006.
